Monday arraignment before

The third man. identified by 
Stale Police as Isaish V. 
Williams, 24, of 48000 Wear 
Rd ., of Belleville, was still at 
large Monday afternoon. 

The trio allegedly attempted 
to rob Clarence Otter. 54. of 
25330 Otter Rd.. New Boston, 
and members of his family. 

Otter, a 200-pound farmer 
and Army veteran, was shot in 
the leg by one of the two men 
who forced their way into his 
home located on his 800-acre 
farm, is recovering in Seaway 
Hosptial, Trenton. 

Slate Police troopers from 
the Flat Rock post rushed to 
the home after receiving a 
hushed phone call from one 
family member, who had not 
been found by the alleged 
bandits.

Under the five-year contract 
signed Dec. 10 by the city and 
the Sheriff’s Department and 
which will cost the city 
$348,000 its first year, 
Romulus would have 10 
deputies assigned to the city 
on a 24-hour average. 
Romulus is a 23,000-resident 
community. 

The complete services and 
equipment of the sheriffs 
office would be available at all 
times to the community. Also 
under the contract, to take 
effect next month, the present 
Romulus police officers would 
be transferred to the Sheriff’s 
Department with their present 
rank and seniority intact. 

The city-county contract 
was set up after months of 
negotiations, numerous 
council sessions and even a 
public hearing before citizens 
groups. 

Mayor Carmichael and 
members of City Council 
stated that the contract was 
the only way that Romulus, 
Western Wayne County’s 
newest city, can get adequate

Seniors’ exemptions cited 


State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak, 38th District (D) 
Romulus, has reminded local homeowners who will 
be 65 years old by the end of this year that they may 
be eligible for an exemption on the property tax on 
their homestead 

‘ This senior citizen’s exemption of $2,500 has 
been available in Michigan for some years for those 
who qualify. Mahalak said. "Thequalifications were 
relaxed under a legislative act signed into law early 
this year.” 

Previous to that act. Mahalak explained, the 
exemptions were possible only for those senior 
citizen homeowners with an income of no more than 
$5,000 a year and property valued at no more than 


$10,000 in state equalized valuation. 

The 1970 law. which Mahalak co-sponsored, in- 
creased the income limit to $6,000 and eliminated 
the restrictions on the value of the property. 

“This opened the exemption to thousands of 
senior citizens who had not qualified for it,” 
M. halui: pointedout. in addition, it restored the 
exemptions to countless others who had once 
qualified but who lost it because of an increase in 
their property value or a slight rise in their in- 
come." 

Mahalak advised persons 65 years old or older 
who believe they may qualify for the tax exemption 


to contact their local assessor. The applications for 
the exemption must be turned in before the final 
filing date in March, he said \Lihalakadded that 
the applications for exemptions must be filed on an 
annual basis. 

“I feel that this small but well deserved tax break 
is important to senior citizens.” he said. ”our 
retirees are already pinched bv the inflationary 
costs of living which they must try to meet with 
what is usually a fixed retirement income. I hope 
that all senior citizens who feel they may be eligible 
will take advantage of this property tax exemp- 
tion.”

great an expense. 

The RPOA charges in its 
suit that this contract violates 
the terms of the City Charter. 

The suit contends that 
provisions of the City Charter 
require the city to maintain a 
police Department and Police 
Department is required to be a 
"city” police department. 

"The charter says that we 
must develop our own Police 
Department. The sheriff's 
road patrol can’t qualify for 
that.” Robert Pigeon. RPOA 
trustee said. 

The police also reported that 
their contract runs until April, 
1972 


Pigeon stated that the 
RPOA has no quarrel with the 
Sheriff's Department. He said 
that, as far as salary was 
concerned, Romulus police 
officers would receive more in 
the turnover. 

The Romulus Police 
Department’s present pay 
range is 19,600 maximum. 

The sheriff’s Department 
pay scale is $8,500 a year to 
start, with a $12,000 
maximum after four years.

Nation’s youth get 
voting responsibility 


In a sweeping reform move, the United 
States Supreme Court ruled this week that 18 
year olds can vote in congressional and 
presidential elections. 

We are pleased to see the move. 

We went on record just prior to the Nov. 3 
elections as being in favor of lowering the 
voting age on a statewide level. I'n- 
fortunately, the voters of 
Michigan did not see things our way. and 
defeated the proposed age limit amendment 
to the State Constitution. 

Now the Supreme Court has granted the 
franchise to some 11 million citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 21. 

Now that the youth of the nation has the 
right to vote, at least on a federal level, we 
hope that they will keep our confidence, and 
prove that it was warranted. Young men and 
women can now r register to vote for the next 
congressional election in November 1972. and 
we’d like to see the various clerks’ offices in 
the area swamped with applications. 

Registering to vote requires five minutes of 
time at the city or township office and will 


grant youth in the area a voice in their 
national affairs. 

At the same time, we realize some of the 
absurdity which might now plague Michigan 
voters — that is, having youths vote for 
various federal government candidates, yet 
not having any voice concerning their local 
officials. 

. \W hope the situation can be rectified 
shortly, with the electorate of Michigan 
concurring with the wisdom of the Supreme 
Court and approving a statew ide amendment 
granting the right of franchise to all segments 
of the society. 

Although congressional and presidential 
races are important to the nation’s progress, 
we would like to see youth given the voice in 
decisions concerning on more local issues. It 
is at this grass roots level of government that 
candiates for national positions begin their 
careers. 

Then too, important decisions on a state and 
local level can affect youth just as much as 
those made on a national level.

BETHLEHEM In 2.000 years, time has only 
faintly brushed the bleak Judean country 
around this little town of Christ’s birth. 

Now . at Christmas tide, winter has washed 
the hills and fields in tawny browns, leaden 
grays and olive drabs. 

Low overhead in the palest of 
Mediterranean skies, wispy cumulus scud, 
silently eastward to cross the Dead Sea and 
pile up above the desolate mountains of Moab. 

This is Bible country. Wherever you look, 
scenes from the scriptures dramatically 
materialize. 

In the fields below the old Crusader Church 
of the Nativity, but within easy hearing of the 
bells of Bethlehem, shepherds still tend their 
flocks as shepherds did on the night of His 
birth.

heads muffled in colorful keeffiyehs. An aging 
patriarch, staff in hand, limps painfully 
across the rocky earth, trailed by a lamp. 

Ungainly camels and their Bedouin Arab 
masters plodding home across the Judean 
desert remind one of a similar caravan that 
must have brought the Eastern Wise Men to 
their journey’s end under Bethlehem's

The ancient city itself is far from being a 
modern town, in the 20th century sense.

Beirut : bright spot 
on edge of bedlam 


BEIRUT Like an elegant 
little shorebird straining 
against the wind, Lebanon is 
riding out the prophecies that 
she would fall prey to the 
feverishness of her 
Palestinians. 

Her feathers are a bit ruf- 
fled Her economy has been 
hurt by the scarcity of 
tourists. Her stability has 
!>ecii repeatedly jostled by the 
guerillas and her grace in 
blending Moslems and 
Christians is tested daily. 

But Beirut looks more 
propsperous, more stable and 
more western than the cir- 
cumstances might suggest. 
She finds it rewarding to be a 
splinter of sanity on the edge 
of bedlam. Few highrise 
buildings, financed by oil 
princes, mushroom along the 
coast and the city lights reach 
higher and higher up the 
slopes of the Lebanon 
mountains. 

The banks bulge with 
capital from less secure 
corners of Arabia and the 
stores glisten with goods from 
Paris. The corruption which 
strained Lebanese politics 
during the long dominance of 
Gen. Fuad Chehab is being 



sifted out by the new 
President . Suleiman Franjieh, 
who is fond of saying 
privately. “We are for the 
Arabs so long as they are for 
the West.” 

lie is expressing what the 
Lebanese have learned from 
the long crisis. They know this 
role cannot be crowded by 
other roles and that is why 
popular support for the 
Palestinian commandoes is 
firmly hedged by official 
precautions. 

The commandoes are still 
very much on the scene, 
controlling the refuge camps 
and asserting themselves 
intermittently in the south. 
But events in Jordan, the new 
rationality in Syria, and 
Damascus’ tightened control 
over the Syrian guerillas have 
left them less room to 


What’s included in bond issue?

At its regularmeetingon Monday, Dec 14, the 
Board of Education held a preliminary discussion 
on what should be included in a proposed bond issue 
election to be held next spring 

As you recall, the board held an $11,000,000 bond 
issue election last spring and it was defeated by a 
vole of 1,410 no to 772 yes. 

During the di ruv.i«Mi it was assumed that the 
needs as expressed in the last election were still 
unsatisfied and would he contained in the new 
request. However, a new evaluation of needs was 
responsible for additional discussion and poses 
some vital questions which must tie decided by the 
board prior to the new election 


One of the discussion items confronting the board 
concerned renovation and maintenance of 
Romulus, Hayti and Gordonier Elementary 
Schools. These schools presently provide housing 
for 1,000 kindergarten through sixth grade students 

An evaluation of these facilities indicates a need 
for more than normal maintenance to bring them up 
to the condition level of some of the district ’s newer 
buildings This type of construction work results in 
higher cost than that of constructing new buildings 

However, it must be recognized that as long as 
these buildings are going to lie used, they must be 
maintained and any major expendituri for their 
maintenance and renovation must come >3m Bond 
issue funds 


Another item discussed was whether the board 
should include a swimming pool at the high school. 

A swimming pool has been included in previous 
bond issues and the voters have consistently voted 
no The high school, though, to be a complete high 
school, should have a swimming pool. It is in 
teresting to note that the last lime a swimming pool 
was included on the ballot, the estimated con- 
struction cost was between $400,000 to $500,000. 
Today it is estimated a new pool would cost $800,000. 
So, should it be included in the next bond issue? 

The txiard will have to make that decision 

It was the consensus that before the board makes 
a final determination regarding those projects to be 
included in the next bond issue that the public be 
involved through informative meetings 


maneuver and less chance to 
bully the Lebanese govern-

So Lebanon’s short term 
prospects, murky a few 
months ago. now seem quite 
solid The long term prospects 
depend entirely, everyone is 
aware, on what happens in the 
region. The Lebanese are too 
sophisticated to be optimistic 
or pessimistic but they do 
perceive reasons why con- 
structive steps may be 
possible. 

First of all the mood 
throughout the Arab states is 
more sensible than it has been 
since June 1967, iperhaps 
longer Abdel Nasser’s death 
has softened the stridency of 
the Arab movement and now 
the local demagogues, all 
former echoes of Nasser, find 
themselves with much less to 
say. The booming exhortations 
from Cairo no longer acerbate 
the scene. 

The lull has caused the 
Arabs to think more 
pressingly of their own 
problems. ’ V AII these states are 
really doing what Nasser had 
begun to do, which is to re- 
arrange their priorities to 
reduce the preoccupaton with 
Israel. The Arabs have as 
much as any group of people 
with the wind and the wind is 
now blowing in a more sober 
direction. 

Partly this is a reaction to 
Washington's peace initiative 
so it will wither if the initiative 
fails. President Nixon’s moves 
to secure the Israelis’ con- 
fidence have naturally 
diminished his popularity with 
the Arabs. Some say he is now 
more detested than Lyndon 
Johnson and if the warfare 
resumes, the antipathy 
toward the United Stall's may 
lx* more severe than ever. 

The suspicion here is strong 
that Israel is playing with Mr 
Nixon, squeezing him for 
commitments by raising 
hopes of concessions that will 
never be made. Many find it 
bard to see why Israel will 
ever be willing to give up her 
conquests, which add up after 
all to a neat package.

Is City of Romulus 
ready for new year?

To the editor: 

With the coming of the end of 1970, we probably all look for- 
ward to the joyous tidings and celebrations of the season’s 

f* ,n ti . 

Yet, it is at this time of year that normally we all reflect back 
upon the old year to try to determine whatoccurred; what goals 
or aims were met and which were missed , and what should we 
do to improve in the forthcoming year that which we neglected. 

With respect to the City of Romulus, to the city administrators 
and to Mayor Hyle Carmichael, several questions keep coming 
into my mind: 

WTiat has the new city status brought to Romulus? What 
campaign promises and pledges were given by the present 
administration and which of those were kept and which were 
forgotten? 

lias the mayor of Romulus truly kept the best interests of the 
electorate and the people-young and old-in the forefront of his 
mind, or rather the importance of his own office and the political 
expediencies that he might have felt obligated to make during 
this period of time? 

The electorate of Romulus voting for cityhood in May 1970, 
and its charter, has seen that document by passed and ignored 
on several occasions. 

The electorate voted for a treasurer with the powers and 
authority as stipulated in the charter, and then the city ad- 
ministrators virtually stripped him of those authorities and 
powers by transferring those responsibilities over to a 
“financial director.” 

The mayor held back information from the people of the city 
that he loves and was bom in, especially that of the future status 
of the Romulus Police Department with its final dispersement 
with a contract to the Wayne County Sheriffs office. 

In this newspaper, the mayor of Romulus reported that the 
contract would be for a one-year term at a total cost of $33,000, 
with Mr. James Raspberry saying it would allow the city to 
have time to build its own police department that a city could be 
truly proud of. 

Funny though, that the exact amount of money forecasted in 
the city budget for the police department as presented and 
passed in July of this year, was that same amount to be for the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Contract. To even go further, a Detroit 
afternoon newspaper had reported that the contract in question 
was for a five-year term, renewable every year at a cost of 
$348,000 per year, negotiable at renewal time. 

Does anyone really know the true facts and figures besides the 
present administration? If the mayor of Romulus proposes this 
contract with the WayneCounty Sheriff’s office to gain time to 
build our own police department then where will the additional 
money come from? More taxes? More assessments? More 
curtailment of badly needed services? 

If the figures reported in the Detroit paper are correct, then 
where will that additional $18,000 come from? Are we now 
planning to eliminate the Department of W’ater and Power as 
well? 

Then we had the issue of William Oakley, holding two elected 
positions, a fact that the administration should have researched 
and resolved long before the election of May 1970. 

Happily this was rectified with his resignation from the 
Romulus school board effective as of Jan. 1, 1971. Why had the 
administration been so silent for so long on such an important 
issue?

But what about 1971? What “State of the city Message” will 
our mayor give us, if he does at all. What are the aims, goals and 
achievements that desire to be attained, that need tobe dwelled 
upon and resolved? WTiat new problems are there that we the 
people of Romulus do not know of? What will the mayor do 
besides “ram” things down the electorate’s throats, as he had 
told a group of citizens during a council meeting? 

Should Romulus have a Charter Commission re-elected 
periodically as occurs in the city of Detroit? This may not seem 
a bad idea considering that it might provide a check system to 
any inefficiency that chould be occurring presently in our 
present administration and its policies. 

The New Year of 1971 is presently upon us, yet, is Romulus’ 
administration ready for 1971 in planning, budgetary control, 
fiscal responsibility and city administration?

Congressman William D 
Ford ( D-15th District) 
strongly denounced president 
Nixon s veto last two weeks 
Ford as one of the major 
accomplishments of the 
current session of Congress. 

A member of the Education 
and Labor Committee which 
drafted the bill. Ford helped 
steer it thhrough the House, 
where it was approved Nov 
17 It was also passed by the 
Senate, in slightly different 
form, and Ford was named to 
a joint House- Senate Con* 
ference which ironed out the 
differences and sent it to the 
President . 

The bill originally called for 
expenditure of $12 billion over 
a three-year period to help the 
nation solve its mounting 
.unemployment crisis Hoping 
to avert Nixon’s veto. Ford 
and the other conferees cut 
$2.5 billion out of the bill in its 
final tvskv. 

A vital part of the legislation 
was a Public Service Em- 
ployment Program to provide 
jobs in public service for 
unemployed persons '.n.iblc to 
find work in private industry 
It would have included jobs 
and training in such fields as 
health, public safety, park 
maintenance and con- 
servation. 

•‘With the national unem- 
ployment rate at 5.8 percent -- 
the highest in nearly a decade- 
his legislation was ab- 
solutely imperative," Ford 
declared.

“It is incomprehensible to 
me," Ford asserted, “that the 
president would veto a bill 
which conforms to his own 
publicly expressed philosophy 
and which would have bro.ight 
hundreds of thousands of 
unemployed Americans back 
into the job market. 

“This is a fine Christmas 


present, indeed, for those 
millions of Americans who are 
vainly seeking employment, 
and who have looked to their 
Federal Government for help. 
The President’s action ranks 
with his earlier vetoes of 
money for education and 
health programs as shocking 
examples of complete in- 
sensitivity to the basic needs 
of the American people." 

Ford added that the veto 


again demonstrated the ad- 
ministration’s “lopsided sense 
of priorities." 

“President Nixon surely 
does not speak for the 
majority of Americans when 
l>e rejects programs to im- 
prove education, build 
hospitals and provide jobs, 
and then shows such concern 
for financially stricken 
railroads and defense 
manufacturers and insists on 


outlanaisn subsidies for 
corporate farmers and 
supersonic airplane 
manufacturers. 

“Mr. Nixon sarcastically 
referred to our public-service- 
employment program as a 
plan to create WPA -type jobs. 
The WPA program was 
created to find work for 
millions of Americans who 
found themselves unemployed 
in the Republican Depression 


of the early 1930s. I am sure 
the WPA concept had its faults 
and shortcomings, but I am 
just as sure that it enabled 
many Americans to salvage 
their dignity and feed their 
families during a time when 
Republican policies had 
brought the nation’s economy 
to a catastrophic halt." 

Ford said he would support 
attempts to seek an override 
of the president’s veto, but 


expressed little hope for 
success during the hectic final 
days of the current session. 

“This legislation was our 
last chance in this session to 
help bring the nat ion out of the 
unemployment spiral that has 
climbed so drastically in the 
Nixon Recession 
" Ford said “But I want the 
President and the Nation to 
know that we will continue our 
efforts in the months ahead."

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WCCC gets $622,000 emergency transfer 


The Slate Administrative 
Board approved last week an 
emergency transfer of some 
$622,000 to “buy time” for 
financially ailing W’ayne 
County Community College. 

The transfer, recommended 
by Gov. William G Milliken, 
is intended to resolve a cash 
flow problem based on a 
sudden spurt of the college’s 
flow enrollment and on the 
defeat of a one-mill property 


tax to raise operating 
revenues. 

Through the board’s action, 
$5*10, 940 of the transferred 
funds will come out of funds 
previously appropriated for 
nearby Highland Park 
Community College. 

Slate Budget Diractor Glenn 
S. Allen said Highland Park 
“will not be hurt” by the 
l)ookkeeping maneuver. 

He estimated the transfer 


would keep Wayne County 
Community College going 
through January and possibly 
February. 

A spokesman from the 
college said that the money 
would be used “every place. It 
will go into the school’s 
general funds to keep us 
going.” 

He explained that the funds 
are actually an advance on 
money the slate would have 


given the school near the end 
of the second semester 
because of the sudden in- 
crease in the number of 
students enrolled. 

The spokesman elaborated 
further that the money is a 
prorated amount and not a 
part of the $1.35 million 
allocated by the state for the 
college’s operation costs. 

Although budget director 
Allen predicts that the money 


will keep the college going 
through January and possibly 
February, the spokesman for 
the college said it could be 
made to last until March when 
another allotment is expected. 

“Wearen't going to run out 
of money.” he said, clarifying 
his statement by explaining 
that WCCC would stretch it 
thin as need be to keep run- 
ning 

“Nobody is seriously con- 


templating closing the 
school,” he said “We just 
won’t open new centers or 
start new programs yet .” 

WCCC. with a fulltime 
enrollment of some 7,400 
students and more than 6,000 
part time, has no campus, 
partly because of repeated 
millage defeats in the Detroit 
area 

It operates from high 
schools, churches and 


facilities made available by 
nearby community colleges. 

Allen said final settlement 
of the college’s crisis remains 
to besolved by the legislature, 
which last summer wrote a 
condition into its ap- 
propriations to shut off half if 
a millage supplement failed 

The assumption was that the 
millage would be passed Allen 
said.

Horn ulus Chief of Police 
Jacob J Koch Monday 
warned motorists that the 
holiday season puts us face to 
face with the nation’s No. 1 
traffic problem — alcohol and 
driving. 

“Traditional parties, 
drinking and winter weather 
are already pushing our ac- 
cident curve upward,” Chief 
Koch commented. He was 
emphatic about counter- 
measures his department is 
taking. 

“We’re out with all the 
manpower we can muster to 
protect everyone from the 
dangerous thinking that 
anyone can overindulge and 
then slide behind the wheel of 
a car. 

“Research information 
circulated by the In- 
ternational Association of 
Chiefs of Police indicates that 
alcohol is a factor in as many 
as half of our traffic ac- 
cidents,” he said. And he 
quoted from “The Driver’s 
Guide to Drinking,” published 
by the National Safety 
Council: 

“The occasions for drinking 
are endless. So are the 
chances for accidents on the 
highway. You can help solve 
the No. 1 highway problem if 
you: 

Understand alcohol and 
what it does. 

Understand what alcohol 
does to you. 

Know your limitations and 
stay within them.” 

“Contrary to popular belief, 
alcohol is a depressant, not a 
stimulant.” Chief Koch 
pointed out. 

The NSC report suports this 
view of the effects of alcohol : 

“Alcohol slows reflexes, 
impairs coordination, reduces 
visual acuity. It dulls normal 
caution. Concentration 
becomesdifficult. You can’t 
think as clearly, as quickly or 
as rationally as you usually 
do. And you can’t act as fast.” 

Put a person in this con- 
dition behind the wheel of a 
car. add winter’s poor 
visibility inadequate 

traction, and you multiply 
beyond all reason the chances 
of a tragic crash. Chief Koch 
pointed out. 

How much a person can 
drink varies, according to 
experts. Alcohol build-up in 
the blood depends on: (1) the 
amount of alcohol (number 
and strength of drinks); (2) 
time elapsed since drinking 
began) (3) body weight; and 
( 4 ) quantity and kind o! food in 
the stomach. 

So if you should overdo, it 
would be well to heed the 
chief’s advice: 

“Black coffee, cold showers, 
fresh air or other folklore 
remedies won’t help. Time is 
the only answer — time for 
your body to dispose of the 
alcohol. 

“And after several drinks, 
that time may be several 
hours before it’s safe to drive 
again.”

AGREEMENT - LAW ENFORCEMENT SERVICES 

THIS AGREEMENT, made and enteredinto this 

day of 19 .by and between the COUNTY OF 

< WAYNE, hereinafter referred to as the "County” and the 
City of Romulus hereinafter referred to as the “City”. 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the City is desirous of contracting with the 
County for the performance of the hereinafter described 
law- enforcement services for the City by the County of 
Wayne through the Sheriff thereof; and 
WHEREAS, THE County of Wayne is agreeable to 
rendering such services on the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth; and 
NOW r THEREFORE, it is agreed as follows: 

1.1 The County agrees, through the Sheriff of the County 
of Wayne, to provide police services within the corporate 
limits of the City to the extent and in the manner 
hereinafter set forth. 

12 Except as otherwise hereinafter specifically set 
forth, such services shall only encompass duties and 
functions of the type coming within the jurisdictions of 
and customarily rendered by the Sheriff of the County of 
Wayne under the constitution and laws of this State. 

1.3 Except as otherwise provided, the minimum level of 
service provided by the Sheriff will be as described in 
subparagraphs (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e) of this section 
(1.3.). 

1 . 3 (a) The Sheriff is to plan, establish, direct and 
control policies and programs designed to provide for the 
prevention of crime, enforcement of laws, apprehension 
of offenders, protection of life and property, preservation 
of peace, regulation of non-criminal conduct, and the 
provision of aid, relief and information to all citizens. 

1.3 (b)The Sheriff is to provide for answering called-for 
services: patrol and observation; preliminary in- 
vestigation of crimes and accidents; investigation of 
commercial, recreational, and residential establish- 
ments.and investigation of nuisances, obstructions, signal 
and street lights, and fires; control of public gatherings; 
enforcement of marine laws; serving of civil processes; 
testifying in court; preparing reports, police and traffic 
records; and performing special nonpolice tasks, such as. 
participating in parades, motor escorts, and athletic 
events. 

1.3 (c) The Shriff is to provide for preliminary and 
continuing investigatory services involving homicide, 
burglary, robbery, larceny and auto thefts; recovery of 
property ; arrest of offenders; preparation of court cases; 
testifying in court; inspection of high crime rate areas; 
and performing specialized investigations involving 
suppression of major vice and corruption, gambling, 
narcotic traffic, sale and manufacturing of illegal 
w-hiskey, and liquor violations. Supportive services in- 
clude searching for and apprehending violators; in- 
terviewing victims and witnesses; maintaining specialized 
files on known offenders; maintaining close surveillance 
of known crime areas and individuals; conducting raids 
and performing undercover work; and serving criminal 
warrants. 

13(d) The Sheriff is to provide for the investigation of 
cases relating to delinquency of juveniles, inspection and 
patrol of locations and enterprises affording opportunity 
for delinquent acts, supervision of juvenile offenders, and 
coordination of community agencies involved in juvenile 
work . 

1 . 3 (e) The Sheriff is to provide for the operation of a 
police radio communication system involving the 
broadcast and reception of police calls, the dispatching of 
patrol cars, the service and repair of radios and radio 
equipment, and the preparation and maintenance of radio 
logs, index vehicle files, and communication records 
14 The City may from time to time, upon giving of 
not less than 30 days written notice to thi Sheriff, vary the 
level of service provided so long as at all times the same 
equals of exceeds the minimum level referred to in the 
preceding paragraph 

2.1 The rendition of such service, the standards of 
performance, the discipline of officers and other matters 
incident to the performance of such services and the 
control of personnel so employed, shall remain with the 
County except as otherwise herein provided. In the event 
of dispute between the parlies w-ith respect to the in- 
terpretation of the provisions of this contract concerning 
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the extent of the duties and functions to be rendered 
hereunder, or the minimum level or manner of per- 
formance of such service, binding resolution shall be 
made by the Sheriff. 

2.2 Such services shall include the enforcement of penal 
statutes, and penal ordinances of the City. 

2 3 Service performed hereunder may include, if 
requested by the City, additional traffic enforcement, 
license inspection and enforcement, the supplying of 
crossing guards and school safety officers and any other 
services in the field of public safety, law, or traffic en- 
forcement, or related fields within the legal power of the 
Sheriff to provide. 

2.3 (a) If the City desires to receive the services 
enumerated in paragraph 2.3, the Mayor of the City shall 
so notify the Sheriff. 

3.1 For the purpose of performing its obligations 
hereunder, the County shall furnish and supply all 
necessary labor, supervision, equipment, communication 
facilities, and supplies necessary to maintain the level of 
service to be rendered hereunder. 

3.2 The level of the several types of service herein con- 
tracted for shall not be reduced below the minimums 
described in this contract , except that in case of emergency 
such services may be diverted by the sheriff at the 
direction of the City to the supplying of emergency 
assistance to a municipality with which the City may be a 
participant in a mutual assistance agreement under Act. 
No. - 236 - P.A. 1967. 

3.5 When and if the parties hereto concur as to the 
necessity of maintaining a law enforcement headquarters 
within said city, said City shall furnish at its own cost 
and expense all necessary office space, furniture and 
furnishings, office supplies, janitor service, telephone, 
light, water, and other utilities. It is expressly further 
understood that in event such local office is maintained in 
said City, such quarters may be used by the Sheriff of the 
County of Wayne in co-relation with the performance of 
the Sheriffs duties in territory outside of said City and 
adjacent thereto: Provided, however, that the per- 
formance of such outside duties shall not be at any ad- 
ditional cost to said City. 

3.4 Notwithstanding anything herein contained, it is 
agreed that in all instances where special supplies, 
stationery, notices, forms, and the like, are to be issued, in 
or bear the name of said City, they shall be supplied by 
said City at its own cost and expense. 

4.1 All persons employed in the performance of such 
services and functions pursuant to this agreement for said 
City shall be County employees, and no person employed 
hereunder shall acquire any City pension, civil service, 
status or rights by reason of such employment by the 
County. 

4.2 For the purpose of performing services and func- 
tions under, relating to and within the scope of this 
agreement, and only for the purpose of giving official 
status to the performance thereof, every County officer 
and employee engaged in performing any such service 
and function may be deemed to be an officer or employee 
of said City while so performing. 

5.1 The City shall not be liable for the direct payment of 
any salaries, wages, or other compensation and shall not 
incur liability other than that provided for in this 
agreement. 

5.2 The City shall not be liable for compensation or in- 
demnity to any County employee for injury or sickness 
arising out of his employment. 

5.3 The County, its officers and employees, shall not be 
liable for intentional or negligent acts or omissions of said 
City or of any officer or employee thereof, and the County 
shall hold the City harmless including the costs of defense 
of litigation from intentional or negligent acts or 
omissions of County officers and employees, while fun- 
ctioninghereunder. For the purpose of this paragraph, the 
provisions of paragraph 4.2 hereof shall not apply. 

6.1 Unless sooner terminated as provided for herein, 
this agreement shall be effective immediately and shall 
run for a period of five years thereafter. At the option of 
the City, with the concurrence with the County Board of 
Commissioners, this agreement may be renewed for 
successive periods of not to exceed five years each. In the 
event City desires to renew this agreement for any suc- 
ceeding five-year period, the City Council, not later than 
April 30th of the year preceding the expiration date of this 
agreement, shall notify the Sheriff of its intention, 
whereupon said Sheriff, not later than the following June 
30th, shall, in the event of concurrence by the Board of 
Commissioners notify said City Council of its acceptance 
of such renewal for an additional five-year period of such 
other term as mutually agreed upon. Otherwise, such 
agreement shall finally terminate at the end of the five- 
year period then current. 

6.2 Notwithstanding the provisions of the foregoing, the 
City may terminate this agreement upon notice, in 
writing, to the County of not less than six ( 6 ) calendar 
months or the County may terminate this agreement upon 
notice in writing to the City of not less than twelve (12) 
calendar months. 

6.3 Notwithstanding any provision herein to the con- 
trary, the City may terminate this agreement upon notice, 
in wTiting, to the County given within sixty (60) days of 
receipt of written notice by the County of an increase in 
the basic law enforcement service rate then in effect, and 
in such an event this agreement shall terminate sixty (60) 
calendar days from the date of the City’s notice to the 
County aforementioned. 

7.1 Basic law enforcement service will be provided by 
County on the basis of a patrol car on an around-the-clock 
service seven days a week with two 8 -hour shifts of two 
men each and one 8 -hour shift of one officer, the latter on 
the day shift. 

7 . 2 The County, acting through the Sheriff, shall employ 
all employees of the City who currently perform for the 
City the functions being transferred to the Sheriff in 
capacities similar to those now held by them with the City , 
together with all seniority rights, benefits, sick leave, 
vacation, insurance wages, hours, working conditions, 
and pension and retirement benefits currently provided 
by the City for such employees or such greater seniority 
rights, benefits, sick leave, vacation, insurance, wages 
hours, working conditions, and pension and retirement 
benefits as shall be provided from time to time by the 
County of Wayne. The County shall forthwith deliver to 
each such employee a description of the classification in 
which he may so be employed by the County and a 
description of the seniority rights, benefits, sick leave, 
vacation, insurance, wages, hours, working conditions, 
and pension and retirement benefits applicable to such 
classification. Each such employee who shall desire to 
accept such employment shall notify the County within 
two weeks after delivery to such employee of the items 
above described. 

7.3 The Sheriff shall supply the same officer personnel 
to serve the City under this contract, on a continual basis, 
so far as is practical. Should any sheriff’s officer be ob- 
jectionable to the City, the Sheriff will honor the City’s 
request to replace him. 

8 1 The City will pay for basic law enforcement service 
at the rates as set forth in Schedule A as attached hereto, 
which rates shall be applicable to all items of cost and 
expense to the County over and above the maintenance of 
services or facilities normally provided or available to all 
townships and cities within the County as a part of the 
County’s obligation under the law. 

8 2 From time to time the City may request and the 
County will furnish the services of one or more additional 
sheriff's officers to assist in the control of assemblies and 
incidental traffic at hours immediately following the 
termination of or immediately preceeding the officers' 
regular shift When such services are supplied, the City 
shall compensate the County at the regular overtime or 
holiday hourly rate, whichever is applicable, such rate to 
be computed by the Board of Wayne County Auditors by 
consideration of the relevant items shown in Schedule A, 
hereto 


8.3 The City may contract for law enforcement service 
on the basis of one patrol car or multiple or fraction 
thereof. The City will pay for such service in the 
proportion which the multiple or fraction of basic law 
enforcement service contracted for bears to the rate for 
one patrol car in accordance with the accompanying 
Schedule A. 

8.3(a) The foregoing rates shall be readjusted by the 
County Board of Auditors effective December 1 st of each 
year to reflect a total increase or decrease in such rate 
equal in percentage to the increase or decrease in the 
salaries of uniformed personnel assigned to patrol cars. 
The City shall be notified of the new* rate established by 
the Board of Auditors within 15 days after adoption by the 
County of salary rates applicable to the class of officers 
supplied to the City. Should salaries of the uniformed 
personnel assigned to patrol cars be changed by the 
County effective at a time notcoincidentwiththecom- 
mencement of the County fiscal year, the rates shall be 
adjusted to reflect a like percentage of change effective 
on the effective date of the salary rate change. Notice of 
the adoption of the change and the new* rate shall be given 
by the County within 15 days after the adoption by the 
County Board of Commissioners. 

8.4 The cost of other services requested pursuant to this 
agreement such as but not limited to crossing guard, 
school safety officer and license detail, shall include the 
salariesof employees engaged in performing said services, 
a pro-rate of vacation and sick leave, supervision of such 
employees while so employed, the County Retirement 
contribution and Workman’s Compensation Insurance 
premiums on salaries, traveling expenses, supplies, and a 
pro-rate of all indirect expenses. “Costs” as used herein 
shall not include items of expense attributable to all cities 
within the County as part of the County’s obligation to 
enforce State law. If the cost of providing the services 
changes at any time, the City shall be notified of each such 
change in writing, and the same shall be effective on the 
1 st of the calendar month next following giving of such 
notice. 

8 5 Each County officer or department performing any 
service hereunder shall render to said City at the close of 
each six months after the effective date of the contract an 
itemized statement covering all services performed 
during said six months, and said City shall pay County 
therefor within 20 days after receipt of such statement. 

8.6 The Sheriff shall provide monthly reports of all ac- 
tivities related to their enforcement obligation within the 
Gty and any other reports as may be requested by the 
Mayor, without charge.

Roberl Miller is having the 
happiest Christmas of his life 

Cards and letters and 
presents are coming from 
everywhere — The White 
House. Disneyland. The Boy 
Scouts of America. The U S. 
Marines. The U.S. Navv. Miss 
Michigan. the Kansas Roy a Is, 
the U.S. astronauts. 

The amount of mail the 
Inkster Post Office has 
delivered to his house, by 
truckloads, numbers close to 
500.000. 

Bobby. 7. of 1137 Harrison 
Avo.. Inkster, has Werdnig- 
Hoffman disease, a genetic 
disorder that destroys muscle 
tissues. 

. .Bobby's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Miller, are op- 
timistic that this will not be 
the brown-eyed boy’s last 
Christmas, as doctor’s have 
predicted. Last year, his two- 
year-old sister. Theresa, died 
from the same disease. 

•‘The doctor’s said that last 
year was Bobby’s last 
Christmas.” said the op- 
timistic. but fragile Mrs. 
Miller. *‘You can go by what 
the doctors say or you can go 
by what you believe God does, 
l am hoping that it is God’s 
will that Robert will be 
cured.'’ 

Mrs. Miller said that Robert 
Lalksofteni about Jesus and 
God and about dying. “He 
likes me to read from the 
Bible; he carries around his 
father’s old Navy Bible.” 

•ile was carrying it when 
the man came to give him his 
Boy Scout pin.” she said. Mrs. 
Miiler explained that the Boy 
Scouts made Bobby an official 
member, even though the age 
limit is 11. “That was the most 
exciting thing that happened 
to him," she said. 

’ Visiting with the Miller 
family during the week of 
Christmas is an exalting 
experience. The Millers and 
their friends and relatives who 
have come to help open gifts 
and letters are excited about 
the good wishes being sent in 
to Bobby. 

They talk about how the 
presents, cards and letters 
will make Bobby happy. And 
everyone is welcomed to the 
house. 

Hobby, who could develop 
complications if he catches 
pneumonia, has moved to his 
grandmother’s house in 
Romulus to stay until after the 
commotion dies down. 

“But we talk to him about 20 
times a day on the telephone,” 
said Mr. Miller, a truck driver 
forDistran. He said his em- 
ployers have been good about 
easing his work load as a 
result of the large mail 
deliveries and visitors. 

Originally. Bobby’s grand- 
mother thought it would be 
greal if he received about 150 
letters, said Inkster Post- 
master Stephen Jakobow f ski. 
“But no one expected 
anything like this.” 

. .The mall for Bobby keeps 
pouring in from all over the 
world. Postmen are working 
overtime sorting the mail, 
Jakobowski said. A stack of 


mail reaching almost to the 
ceiling and three columns 
deep stood at the rear of the 
Post station. “That’s just from 
one day,” Jaobowski said 

That amounted to about 
140.000 to 160,000 letters 
received Monday, he said, 
plus about 150 special delivery 
Idlers and packages. “The 
Millers have their basement 
filled with the mail we’ve 
already delivered,” he said. 

Stories have appeared in 
papers throughout the nation 
about Bobby and his desire to 
have lots of Christmas cards. 

. "Tills is wonderful,” said 
Mrs. Miller, sitting in a chair 
in the living room of their 
house. All around were boxes 
of mail, opened and unopened, 
gifts circling the Christmas 
tree and over by the couch, in 
the hallway and in the kitchen. 

“I didn’t know that there 
were that many good people 
around,” said Mr. Miller. 

Bobby has been in the 
hospital three times in the last 
year, they said. He un- 
derstands about death 
because he was in the hospital 
bed across from his sister, 
Theresa, when she died last 
year. 

Hut Mrs. Miller said that he 
does not know that the doctors 
have predicted this may be his 
last Christmas. Bobby has a 
strong will to live, she ex- 
plained.

about the second time Bobby 
was m the hospital last year. 

“He went into double 
pneumonia. We thought he 
was gone,” said Mrs. Miller. 

Mrs. Miller explained that 
they were trying to buy their 
house, but the deal had not 
been cleared. They were 
living with relatives. 

“I wuk with Bobby, and 
Ralph went down to call the 
realtors. He came to me and 
said “The house went 
through.' and I said, 'You're 
lying.’ He said. 'Would I lie at 
time like this?” 

1 lifted up the plastic and 
told Bobby we had a house all 
of our own and he could have a 
dog of his own. and he started 
smiling." 

Added Mr. Miller: “His 
lungs began to clear up 
the next day.” 

“Your know,” said Mrs. 
Miller, “I used to feel cheated. 
1 didn't have a little boy or girl 
that would grow up. But I 
don’t now. I have experienced 
so much in so little time. It’s 
like God let me have that 
experience.” 

..Some of the cards and let- 
ters contain money for the 
Millers. At first, they would 
not accept it. Then, said Mrs. 
Miller, a telephone operator 
told her to swallow' her pride 
and take the money for Bobby. 
The money is being kept for 
the Millers at the Inkster 
Police Station.

Vocational center 
recommended 


Mayor meets 
with students 


Milliken sets up mobile home study 


The governor’s task force on 
mobile homes is making the 
most comprehensive study of 
mobile home living ever made 
in Michigan, its chairman said 
recently. 

State Commerce Director 
Richard E Whitmer said Gov 
William G. Milliken asked the 
task force to recommend 
legislation that w r ill help 
improve the quality of living 
for the nearly 200,000 
Michigan citizens w r ho live in 
mobile homes. 

Whitmer, speaking at the 
second annual Michigan 


Mobile Home and 
Recreational Vehicle Dealer 
Seminar at Michigan State 
University, said task force 
members are reviewing all 
Michigan laws directly af- 
fecting mobile homes and 
their owners as well as laws in 
other states. 

"We plan to hold public 
hearings to hear the views of 
manufacturers, dealers, 
mobile park operators, mobile 
home owners and state and 
local officials,” he said. 

"Our goal is to recommend 
to the governor a package of 


legislation that will, if 
enacted, give Michigan the 
best mobile home laws in 
America.” 

Whitmer said that task force 
is looking into all aspects of 
mobile home living- 
construction standards, 
zoning, licensing and titling of 
mobile homes, methods of 
taxation, licensing of mobile 
home park developers and 
operators, and methods of 
financing mobile homes. 

"Our preliminary studies 
indicate most mobile home 
dwellers are satisfied with 


mobile home living,” he said. 
"However, based on letters 
that task force has received as 
well as letters that have been 
sent to Gov. Milliken, a 
number of mobile home 
residents and others con- 
nected with the industry 
believe some changes are 
needed. 

"Any industry that has 
grown as fast as the mobile 
home industry has in recent 
years is bound to have 
growing pains We hope to 
come up with the answers to 
these problems to insure 


continued growth of this 
important industry.” 

Whitmer said the number of 
mobile home lots in licensed 
parks in Michigan has nearly 
doubled during the last five 
years to more than 50,000 
today. 

He said about 125,000 
Michigan citizens live in more* 
than 800 licensed mobile home’ 
parks. An estimated 75,000 
persons live in 30,0000 mobile 
homes that are located outside 
parks.

Most stains can be removed easily if the cause of the stain 
is known. Here are ways to remove some of the most com- 
mon holiday stains as suggested in The Maytag En- 
cyclopedia of Home Laundry.

CANDLE WAX — Scrape as much wax as possible off the 
fabric, using a dull knife. To remove remaining wax, place 
the fabric betw'een two blotters and iron it with a warm iron. 
Any stain that remains can be removed with 
tricholoroethane (fireproof Energine). Rinse and launder. 

. .COFFEE AND TEA — Stretch the garment over a basin 
and pour boiling water, if safe for the fabric, through the 
spot Launder, using a bleach recommended for type of 
fabric. If boilingwater cannot be used, soak the fabric in 
warm water to which the proper type of bleach has been 
added. Launder. Grease spots from cream can be removed 
with tricholoroethane (fireproof Energine) 

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. Sponge with cold water, then 
glycerine and water Rinse with vinegar water, followed by a 
clear rinse. Launder as you normally would. 

FRUIT. Where boiling water can be used, stretch cloth 
over a bowl and pour boiling water through it. If the stain 
remains, sponge with lemon solution or hydrogen peroxide, 
where boiling water cannot be used, sponge well in cool 
water, work glycerine into stain. Let it stand several hours, 
then add a few drops of white vinegar and rinse thoroughly. 
Launder. 

(If stained article cannot be washed with chlorine bleach 
and or hot water, the use of laundry additives containing 
enzymes may remove these stains.)

PCHA official outlines 
rehabilitation advances 


Dramatic advances in the 
development of a program of 
rehabilitation medicine in the 
four People Community 
Hospital Authority, (PCHA) 
hospitals were summarized by 
Dr. Frederick B. House, 
director of this department, at 
the December meeting of the 
board of directors. 

Since assuming his post with 
the authority in May, 1968, Dr. 
House has directed his efforts 
towards the development of a 
comprehensive program 
involving all the major func- 
tions of an effective 
rehabilitation medicine 
department. 

In his outline of the progress 
made in just a little over two 
years. Dr. House made the 
following comments on the 
basic services now' being 
provided to patients: 

Physical therapy: There 
were only three trained and 
licensed physical therapists in 
the PCHA in 1968. We now 
have eight such qualified 
therapists 

In addition, our staff has 
trained 15 physical therapy 
assistants. 13 of whom con- 
tinue to work in PCHA 
hospitals. The caseloads and 
levels of competence in 
treaTFTients have increased 
accordingly. 

Occupational therapy: This 
department has been beset by 
many forces beyond the 
control of PCHA. Since Blue 
Cross withdrew certain 
coverage in this area in 1968. 
we have found it necessary to 
change our direction. We have 
responded by developing a 
program in occupational 
therapy, which is entirely 
functional. This means each 
occupational therapy service 
is either treatment of function 
loss because of the medically 
diagnosed disease or injury, 
or is an evaluation procedure 
directed towards the disease 
or injury. 

Our staff has been slightly 
reduced. We have continued 
our affiliation with the schools 
for occupational therapy and 
accept students for their 
required post-graduate 
clinical experience. The 
program in occupational 
therapy in the PCHA. 
Hospitals is considered out- 
standing for moderate sized, 
acute care facilities. 


Social work: One of my 
initial recommendations to 
Dr Karl S. Klicka, executive 
director of the Authority, was 
to bring social workers into 
the PCHA hospitals. It has 
permitted the PCHA to offer 
many patients, and families of 
patients, counselling and 
casew’ork services not 
otherwise available to them 

It has also made possible 
much better coordination of 
services to both inpatients 
and outpatients. 

Alcohol is in therapy: 
Initiated in June of this year 
with impetus from the board 
and administration, a pilot 
Alcoholism Therapy program 
at Annapolis Hospital has 
given every indication of 
being most worthwhile. We 
are encouraged by early 
results with the first 40 
patients treated and are now

programs in the other three 
PC' HA hospitals. 

Rehabilitation conference: 
A weekly rehabilitation 
conference has been 
established at each hospital 
Tli rough this mechanism, we 
can take advantage of the 
observations of all who see the 
patient and can cooperatively 
set reasonable goals for 
disabled patients, as w ell as set 
in action procedures 
necessary to reach these 
goals. 

Our work in developing a 
program for strokes has been 
reported at the Stroke Sym- 
posium held in Cobo Hall in 
May and will appear in 
printed form in the Journal of 
Michigan State Medical 
Society soon. 

\iiiputee clinic: A regularly 
scheduled monthly evaluation

Hospital service to be improved 


Four major changes aimed 
at improving services in the 
emergency department at 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
have been initiated in recent 
weeks by Walter S. Wheeler, 
administrator. 

Responding to a request 
from Mrs. Justine Barns, 
Westland representative on 
the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) 
•board of directors, Wheeler 
summarized these innovations 
at the board's December 
meeting 

“Anew contract with the 
emergency room physicians 
was negotiated recently,” 
said Wheeler. "This contract 
now requires that a member 
of the group of physicians 
headed by Dr. Gust 
Petropoulos be present in the 
hospital at all times, this 
providing the hospital with 
assurance of full-time 
responsibilities of the contract 
group. Also, the contract 
provides that a second 
physician must be in at- 
tendance whenever the 
emergency room load might 
cause undue waiting on the 
part of patients. 

"Secondly, our emergency 
area admitting and cashiering 
desks have been separated, 
and additional personnel 
added, to eliminate any 
bottlenecks in preparation of 
patient records for these 
services. 

An automatic time stamp 
has been installed indicating 
the time of admission and 
discharge of each emergency 
room patient. This provides 
administration with necessary 
information to determine 
staffing patterns adequate to 


render fast, efficient service. 
Ii further provides us with 
information relative to any 
undue delay of patient ser- 
vices in the emergency and 
out-patient areas 

"The third change,” said 
Wheeler, "involves making 
professional personnel more 
readily available lo provide 
necessary nursing services in 
the area " 

Continuing, Wheeler an- 


nounced that a new position of 
Service Supervisor will be 
established in the near future 
for the day and afternoon 
shifts at Annapolis It will be 
the responsibility of this 
person to see that patients are 
professionally handled from 
the time they enter the 
emergency and out-patient 
areas until they leave. 

Also included in this 
supervisor’s duties will be 


providing immediate at- emergency room; aid in ex- 
tent ion to emergency patients pediting out-patients through 
and their families; relaying the various out-patient ser- 
mformalion to patient’s vices, assisting in explaining 
relatives wailing in the insurance
